In addition, 
police said about 30 other 1 
persons also were arrested \ 
and would be arraigned later 
in the week on charges rang* ;

The alleged rioters were 
brought into the tiny court- 
room in groups of four and 
five. The room, which has 
space for only 50 persons, was | 
jammed with spectators. j 

The riot was put down by ^ 
steel -helme ted state and local 
police and about 200 National 
Guardsmen, They used clubs, 1 
tear gas, armored jeeps and ^ 
shotguns loaded with birdshot 1

No rSth For Riots 



IT WOULD BE EASY to shrug off 
the riot Sunday in Liberty Park 
with the criticism that this is what 
can happen when the individual lets a 
mob make up his mind for him. 

It would be easy to dismiss the 
wholesale disorderliness as just an- 
other deplorable example of what can 
happen when youn^ people don't learn 
how to put leisure time to constructive 
use. 

So ?nuch is at stake, however, 
that what happened should not be 
written off as only the work of a few 
punks and the immature who let their 
emotions get the better of them. Such 
incidents are occurring far too often 
across the nation not to suspect 
that the symptoms go much deeper. 

At stake, of course, is the right of 
the law-abiding citizens of Salt Lake 
City to use their parks and play- 
grounds in safety. All too often, how- 
ever, our parks are being frequented 
by drunks, perverts, molesters, and 
riff-raff looking for a fight. 

IF THE ONLY WAY to keep our 

parks free from such trouble- 
makei*s is to get tough and to step-up 
police patrols, then so be it. Otherwise, 
it would be better to plow up the parks 
and playgrounds and turn them over 
to housing and commercial develop* 
ment than it would be to let lawless 
elements take them oven 

At stake is the fundamental res|>ect 
for law and order on which society is 
built. Without its stabilizing influence, 
progress is hard to come by. 

Such respect, howe^^er, hasn't been 
helped by the number of recent court 
rulings which, on technicalities, have 
led too many people to think they can 
harass an arresting officer and get 
away with it. 

If the arrests that were made at 
Liberty Park didn't put that notion to 
lest, maybe we should consider adopt* 
ing a Jaw like the one being proposed 
by the American Law Institute. In its 
Model Penal Codfe is a provision which 



specifies that a pem)n being arrested 
must submit when he knows the per- 
son making such an arrest is a police 
officer. If the arrest turns out to be 
unlawful, the individual's civil and 
criminal remedies are still protected. 

ALSO AT STAKE is the future of any- 
one foolish enough to let himself 
become embroiled with the law. 

As Judge Jerome M. Lasky of New 
York's Nassau County District Court 
has written in Reader's Digest, "Too 
many young people are woefully una- 
ware of the harm that a police record 
for a seemingly petty violation can do 
to their lives/' 

Because of his police record, a 
young man may find it impossible to 
enter a profession where a special li- 
cense is needed, such as law or real 
estate brokerage. It could hurt his 
chances of acceptance into the armed 
services, or deny him promotion to 
officer status -if he is accepted. Many 
firms are reluctant to hire young men 
with police records. 

With so much at stake, it's only 
common sense to avoid showing disre** 
spect to a police officer, especially if a 
crowd has gathered. An act of defiance 
may force an officer to make an ar- 
rest Moreover, don't remain in the 
area where a gang fight or other riot 
is taking place. Innocent bystanders 
may sometimes be arrested by police- 
men who are unable to tell those who 
are involved from those who are not. 

If an arrest is considered wrongful, 
it's better to submit quietly and later 
sue for damages than to precipitate a 
fracas that can blow up out of all pro- 
portion to the original incident. 

ABOVE ALL, it's toUlly irrational to 
expect the police to curb an increas- 
ing crime rate and at the same time 
subject them to physical attacks from 
ordinary citizens,, as has happened re- 
peatedly across the country. If such 
attacks on police continue, all of ua 
will pay dearly in the form of more and 
more crime. .

Gypsy Jokers.

Robert B. Walker, 23, of 417 Eastlake Ave. 
E,, wearing a denim jacket wth flamboyant 
white letters spelling out ''Gypsy Jokers" on 
the back, made the statement soberly and 
thoughtfully as he sat on a wooden bench in the 
King County Courthouse Tuesday. 

Vv'alker, charged along with vAr.^ other members of 
the Seattle motorcycle gan^ following a free-swinging 
melee at Pine Lake Monday, had just posted $50 baU 
after spending the night in the county Jail. 

WALKEK, an electrician who describes himself as 
president of the Seattle motorcycle club, denied accounts 
that the motorc\'Ciists started the fracas by making 
advances to women picr.ickers at the resort. 

"Some of the ^^.lys joked with seme of the girls," 
said Jam^s Sloniker/^?, also cf 417 East^^ake Ave. E., 
another men'^ber of the motorcycle outfit. *'But there 
was nothing to it.'* 

Slor.iker, his face still heavily banoj^gcd from, cuts 
suffered during the scuffre, said he ana a girl friend, 
Joyce Ellis. 23. of 417 Eastlake Ave. E., were taking 
a sti'oll when they vrerc surrounded by a group of 
picnickers. 

''Ti:ZV TOLD U3 wa couldn't 50 by there/* Sicniker 
recounted. "The next thing I knew I had a bottle up 
side of my head. The ^^3- that cut mc wide open wasn't ^ 
charged. AH vre ever used was our fists." 

Slcniker, Y'aiker and eight other m.em.bers of the 
^'Gypsy Jokers" W5re charged vvith disorder]}^ conduct 
in issaquah District Justice Court. Miss EUis was not 
charged. 

Slonikcr was treated for his wounds at King County 
Hospital Tvlonday night before being booked at ths coun- 
ty jail. 

One cf two picnickers also sent to the hospital by 
the melee was still In Overlako Hospital Tuesday with 
a fractured jaw end head cuts. 



VERN L. GAINES, 24, of 10212-37th PL SW, said 
from his hospital bed that he saw member* ol tha 
motorcycle gang using beer bottles in the fight. 

Teddy L. Argravcs. 24, of 30592-55th Ave, S., Auburn, 
also iniurcd in the fight, was discharged from Overlake 
Hospital Tuesday morning. Argraves and Gaines were 
attending a company picnic when the trouble erupted. 

I^Ieanwhile, a spokesman for the Northwest Motor- 
cycle Association hastened to disassociate his group 
from the *'Gy^sy Jokers." 

Bill McDoneil, public relations director for the as*, 
sociation, said: 

''THEY*KE OUTL.AWS. As far as we are concerned7 
they do not even exist. We don't condone thi^ sort of 
action. It gives us all a bad came/' 

McDoneil said members of his association engage 
in hlood donSiUon drives, fund-raising projects and other 
worthwhile charitable activities. 

Sheriff's Lt Hichard Christie said investigation of 
the Pine Lake incident is continuing. 

Ke said that contrary to some reports no weapons 
were confiscated from the motorcyclists. 

Sloniker and W^alker said there are about 12 mem- 
bers of the "Gypsy Jokers" In SeattJe. He said the 
club was chartered about 'three months ago by a group 
of the same name in San Francisco*

The state leg-islature rushed through 
a new riot - control law, providing for 
fines up to $500 and a maximum of one 
year in jail for those convicted of being 
rioters and ^es up to $1,000 and three* 
year jail terms for anyone convicted of 
causing personal injury or property 
damage during a riot. The old fine was 
only $25. 

All told, some 15,000 cyclists gathered 
in the lakeside town of Laconia for the 
four days of racing events. Although 
'most of the newcomers were obviously 
interested in the sporting angle, plus 
some beer drinking and fun, what wor- 
ried the steeT-helmeted state and local 
police and 200 National Guardsmen were 
groups who vroomed into town wearing 
Wellington boot&, grimy jeans and black 
leather jackets — ^and also the signs that

What happened at Weirs Beach, a 
Laconia suburb, was right on schedule. 

**The Hell's Angels started it," said

over a car and aet it ablaze* Then they 
threw a ring around the %hoIe area. 
They wouldn't let anybody get away. The 
thing blew up in oar faces in minutes.** 

Shofguns Queffed RM 

The guerrilla -I ike battle lasted several 
hours. Cyclists struck out iritfa lethal 
bicycle chains. They broke windows and 
set fire to buildings. They stoned' the 
police, who 'came back with nightclubs 
swinging. Tear gas shells exploded and 
National Guardsmen, advancing wMth 
fixed bayonets, fired shotguns loaded 
with rock salt and No. 6 birdshot into 
the crowd.

A Week or so af**'r the Laconia out- 
hr^Bk, some 2'0 Help's Angpls gathered 
at BaRs Lakp, Calif . a resort area wh^re 
th^'V had created di«*t.urhanoea on earlier 
v^s^ts. This time 100 office'*?! — sherifrs 
dpT>uties, police, h^^hway patrolmen and 
n«rk rano*f»rs — nr^t th*^m. rode herd on 
them and finally escort-^d them on their 
deuarture. < „- 

Unangelfc Angels - 
Bnt in the interim some Hell*s An- 
gels had been in serious trouble much 
fii -t^or s'^uth, riown in the San Fer- 
nando ValVv where many members have 
maintained ha outs. 

It was at the door of one of these 
c^ub haunts, a rather rickety house in 
N-rthHH^-e. that JS-ypar-old Shirley 
Diane O'Neal knocked one July after- 
noon. She' had been selling cook books 
firm cfnor to door to earn money for 
her college tuition. A cyclist, later 
identified as George Ulatowski, 18, 
?^otted her blocks away And gave her 
the address, saving: "Come to my bouse 
^mv tinde wiH buy some of those from 
you." ■ ■ • 

^ In r**.«i?M>npe to her rap a youtV 
called Rick, later identified as Eric For- 
rest, 19, invited her inside. But there 
was no uncle. There were only Ulatow- 
pki and three other young toughs, whose 
identities were established as Ford 
Wood. 20. his brother Ronald, 21, and 
Matthew Melville, 20. 

"We are going to rape you," one of 
them announced — an intention which' 
Shirley, starting to scream, had already 
realized. 

They pushed her Into a room, she 
said, th^n grabbed her and tossed her 
from one to the other, Btripping off her 
clothing piece by piece. When the wai 



wde, they «aiTM Vr inbii u 
jainme' bedroom and each one raped 
her, then subjected her to other indig- 
nitiea '*too horrible to talk abouf 

What the hoods didn't know when 
they finally let her go was that they 
had raped the daughter of a lieutenant 
in the vice squad. The girl staggered 
. home and hysterically told her father, 
Thomas E, O'Neal, 41 » about the atUck. 

Police rounded up a group of 16 
. suspects and she managed to identify 
two of them before collapsing. She 
was reduced to "the mentality of a 5- 
year-old,*' according to Chief of Detec- 
tives Thad 'Brown. 

O'Neal wasn't assign^ to the case, 
but he assigned himself to it. He 
showed up the next day at the station 
house where the suspects were being 
held. Outwardly he seemed calm. 

Two of the men arrested were being 
led down the hallway to a waiting 
police car when CNeal sUrted yelling, 
whipped out his automatic pistol and 
fired five wild shots before he could 
be restrained. 

Sftofs Wound One 

One of the tnen, Can Norman, 21, 
fell, critically wounded with three bullets 
in the back. The other prisoner bolted 
for safety to another room, where police 
grabbed him, thinking they were inter- 
cepting an escape attempt. 

Ironically, Norman was being held on 
a marijuana charge, not the rape charge. 
He survived the shooting. 

^ Ab for the unfortunate O'Neal, a non- 
drinker and non-smoker with a sterling 
service record, he broke dowTi and be- 
came incoherent after the shooting. Tried 
last month for assault with a deadly 
weapon, O'Neal -was acquitted by a jury 
of eight men and four women who 
deliberated only an hour and a half. 

Linking of the motorcycle complex 
and sex is something that's recognized 
eveiywhere from slick ads to cheap, por- 
nographic magazines- On this point, Dr. 
Bernard Diamond, a psychiatrist and 
ct4p^JiQ]ogist at the University of Cali- 
forniitf lays: 
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'The motoTtyck n lAmoualy a sexoal 
symboL if^s an extension of one's body," 

The reported behavior «f Hell's 
Angels indicates some homosexual el^ 

ment, he says. Their outer toughness 
would be ^a denial mechanism, an at- 
tempt to conceal the homosexual inclin** 
tion." 

But Lynch says in his report: ; 

**While homotexuaU sem to ot- 
tracted to HelVt AngeU, no information 
received indieaiet that the HclVtt AngeU 
«s o group are komcsexttalt. They seem 
primarily eoncemed with heterosexual 
eoniacte*"* 

Some club initiation rites, according 
to the report, prescribe that any new 
member must bring a ''sheep" to the 
meeting. "Sheep" is their slang for girl 
or woman. The ''sheep" must submit to 
sexual relations wttlTeach member of the 
club. - V ' 

THE Angels were founded in 1950 in 
* the steel town of Fontana, Calif., 60 
miles outside Los Angeles. The San 
Bernardino County chapter remains the 
"mother" organization, with the word - 
"Berdoo" (nickname version of Ber- 
nardino) sharing the cyclists' Jackets 
with the words "Heirs Angels." v 

The fledgling group made its repu- 
tation fast by taking over the little 
California town of HolHster for a reign 
of terror over the inhabitants. The in- 
cident provided the basis for a short 
story published in 1951 titled "Cyclists' 
Raid" and the story, in turn, reached - 
the screen in 1953 as "The Wild Ones." 
Marlon Brando portrayed the "hero," 
leader of the gang who falls In love 
with a girl of the town and develops a 
heart of gold. 

Lynch's import doesn't show any con- 
fidence in emergence of hearts of .fold 
or any subscription to the theory that 
the Angels won't keep proliferating ViA 
influencing others to ape them. 

Of the 446 persons identified as 
members of Hell's Angels by law en- 
forcement erouns, 50 have been arrested 



for felonies. Among them; tbey "liave 
674 felony arrests and 300 convictions. 
In the misdemeanor category there bave 
been 1,682 arrests and 1,023 convictions* 
What do they do? Apart from 
general hoodlum acts," says the Lyncb 
renqrt, ^'offenses mainly were forfpeiTv 
assault* auto theft, rape and sex per* 

They also number some crack me-'^' 
chanics because "many Angels are adept 
at stripping and cannibalizing motor- 
cycles, including removal of serial imm- ' 
bers which are replaced with fictitionfi 
numbers." 

Kuthless mass assaults on individuals 
are described in the report which sum- - 
marizes a series of such incidents. 

Reminiscent of the Hollistcr debacle, 
a group of motorcyclists headed for 
PorterviJle, Calif., for the Labor Day 
weekend of 1963. They included dele- 
gates from the Angels, Stray Satans^ 
Galloping Gooses, Comancheros and 
Cavaliers. They all converged on the 
city. 

The report reads like a nightmare: 
'"Most started to drink in local bars, 
b*^cominG: obnoxious and vulgar. They 
stood in the middle df the street where 
thev stonned vehicles, opened car doors 
and aHemnt'>d to pet and naw female 
'^RFSPiyi^f^rf^ in tV>e jmtomobiles. The 
«vrvTv>PT) vhri arroni'nt*nir»d the eroup laV 
Jti fht^ v^\Ari](» of fhp. e^^'-eft where tbey 
T-ent t*«ror'»'h sn^o-pet^vfl motions. 

Barroom Invasion 

- "At about this time, some half dozen 
motorcyclists invaded a bar and brutal- 
ly beat an old man and attempted to 
abduct the barmaid. Shortly thereafter 
some dozen motorcyclists went to the 
local hospital where they pushed in 
pverv door of the hosnital looking for 
the virtim r>f the befltinp. 

"Mutual aid in the form of police 
officers from neighboring cities, the 
Highway Patrol and the Kern County 
Sheriff's Office Canine Corps assisted 
and the group was ordered out of town 
after five arrests were made."

—so why dont the police just leave us 
alone?" 

One answer why the police don't let 
rough-riding bikers of whatever group 
alone came out of Riverside, Calif ^ 
just the other day when a group of mo- 
torcyclists attacked a Los Angeles^ 
bound bus with rocks, bottles and a 
chain. 

The riders, said bus driver Walter 
Leffler, "came out of nowhere" to sur- 
round the westbound bus on U. S. 60 
just outside Riverside. Some cut in 
front of the bus and slowed down, evi- 
dently trying to force Leffler to stop* 

*'l put the bus in gear .and passed 
them when, all of a sudden, they be- 
gan throwing rocks and bottles," he 
said. ^Then one of them threw a 12- 
inch chain which smashed in the rear 
window and landed in an empty seat. 

"The passengers were scared — and I 
di4n*t blame them.'' .
